Brother Gilbert Burke CSC 
passed away on July 18, 2002 at the 
Dujarie House, which is the Brothers infir¬ 
mary, on the campus of the University of 
Notre Dame. He was 83 years old, and had 
served the Brothers of the Holy Cross for 
more than fifty years, twenty of them at St. 
Ed’s. 

Brother Gilbert grew up in a fam¬ 
ily of seven on the West Side of Cleveland, 
and was a parishioner at St. Rose of Lima 
Church, at the comer of Detroit Ave. and 
West 116 Street in Cleveland. He dropped 
out of West High School in his senior year, 
and went on to work in a hotel, several gro¬ 
cery stores, and on a Great Lakes ore ship. 
Gilbert was exempt from the WWII draft 
due to inner ear problems, and during the 
war worked as a quality control supervisor 
at the Cleveland Bomber Plant. After the 
war, he sold windows door-to-door on 
commission, often doing so well that he 
only needed to work one day a week. 
Gilbert became involved in the Knights of 
Columbus and began to look more favor¬ 
ably upon religious life. At 29 years old, 
the outgoing and carefree Gilbert Burke, 
surprised many of his friends when he 
joined the Brothers of the Holy Cross and 
enrolled at the University of Notre Dame 
in 1950, much to the delight of his mother. 
A colleague of Brother Gilbert recalled, 
“When Gill and I and some others were in 
the novitiate, we were discussing what was 
the hardest thing to give up when we 
joined the Brothers. Gill decided that for 
him it was having to give up half his 
jokes!” 

In 1953, Brother Gilbert graduat¬ 
ed from St. Edward’s University in Austin, 


Texas, and began his professional career 
with the Brothers. His first assignment was 
at Holy Cross School in New Orleans, 
where he worked as teacher and athletic 
director for five years. From there he was 
transferred to Sherman Oaks, California, 
where he was the vocation promoter for 
the Southwest Province. 

Brother Gilbert got his first taste 
of St. Ed’s in 1969, after requesting to be 
stationed there to be closer to his ailing 
mother in Lakewood. He worked as an

academic counselor and English teacher. 
Brother Gilbert felt that he fit right in to St. 
Ed’s, writing to his provincial superior: 
“I’m totally delighted with the situation at 
St. Ed’s. I know practically every Irishman 
on the West Side of Cleveland, and every 
second one has a relation or two at school 
here. I’m completely at home and enjoying 
it immensely.” 

After the year at St. Ed’s, Brother 


Gilbert spent 13 years in New Orleans, 
from 1970 - 1983. There he had various 
positions including fund raising, teaching 
grade school English, and a term as local 
Brother superior. 

In 1983, Brother Gilbert returned 
to St. Ed’s, where after two years of teach¬ 
ing he began assisting in the attendance 
office, which he continued to do through 
the 01-02 school year. He enjoyed his 
work and developed a routine that enabled 
him to be in constant socialization. He 
filled out detentions for the students who 
came in late, getting to know many of 
them by name, including me. He also 
walked the halls collecting attendance 
slips, connecting to everyone he encoun¬ 
tered in that familiar manner that was sim¬ 
ply Brother Gilbert. 

Brother Gilbert lived a joyful life 
of service to others. Over many years, he 
anonymously donated thousands of dollars 
in support of Holy Cross’ ministry to street 
children in Brazil. Later in life, Brother 
Gilbert delivered Meals on Wheels, three 
days a week, brightening the lives of peo¬ 
ple that much of society had forgotten 
about. He also brought communion to the 
sick, and on several occasions helped rec¬ 
oncile people to God before they died. 

Brother Gilbert was eulogized by 
Brother Richard Critz, CSC, who recalled, 
“Once it was clear to Gilbert that he had 
not had much longer to live, he was ready 
to go. In the comfort of his Brothers, his 
family and friends, and with a life time’s 
experience of trusting God, he said to me, 
‘Don’t feel sorry for me now that I’m 
dying, I’ve had a good life, good friends.’”

Nation debates Pledge

A deep sense of anger swept 
across the country over the summer when 
the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals ruled 
that the Pledge of Allegiance is unconstitu¬ 
tional. The court ruled that the phrase 
“under God” violates the constitutional 
separation of church and state. What fol¬ 
lowed the ruling was a barrage of unintel¬ 
ligent criticism and overall distaste for 
what should be seen as a victory for 
upholding our 1st amendment freedom of 
religion. 

The United States is a nation 
composed of a diverse group of people 
with different opinions, lifestyles, and 
views. We are also made up of a variety of 
religious beliefs. Despite the fact that the 
majority of citizens are Christian, the gov¬ 
ernment is supposed to take a completely 
neutral stance regarding religion. This 
safeguards our rights as people to believe 
or disbelieve freely, without government 
endorsement. The inclusion of the words 
“under God” in the pledge clearly violates 
that neutrality by endorsing monotheism 
in public schools across the nation. 

“Why can’t atheists simply omit 
the words?” Outraged believers asked in 
response to this ruling. It is often ignored 


that simply not participating in the recita¬ 
tion of the pledge doesn’t somehow 
change the religious message that is 
implied. By including the words, our gov¬ 
ernment is implying that one must believe 
in a God to express their loyalty to the 
country. President Eisenhower even said 
that “millions of our school children will 
daily proclaim in every city and town, 
every village and rural schoolhouse, the 
dedication of our Nation and our people to

the Almighty.” He said this while signing 
the “under God” pledge into law in 1954. 

There is a big problem when our 
government starts using religious affilia¬ 
tion as a litmus test for patriotism. Such an 
act opens wide the doors of discrimination 


against atheists, freethinkers, and the secu¬ 
lar community. Interestingly enough, peo¬ 
ple don’t seem to realize that the pledge 
not only marginalizes the non-religious. 
Buddhists, pagans, deists, and those who 
believe in a feminine deity are also made 
to feel like outsiders in a political commu¬ 
nity that is supposed to allow the freedom 
of religion to everyone. 

To the adamant believer who is 
getting furious while reading this I ask, 
“How would you feel if you had to recite 
the words ‘under no God’ while saying the 
pledge?” I have a feeling that most people 
would not support a pledge that declared 
that we are not under God. Why then are 
atheists asked to listen to a pledge that 
endorses belief? 

The solution here is simple and 
would be fitting for every person in the 
United States. Revert back to the pre-1954 
Pledge of Allegiance with the words “one 
nation, indivisible”. By saying the pledge 
as it was before, the government isn’t 
endorsing belief or disbelief. This would 
not only resolve the issue of the 
church/state separation, it would bring 
added meaning to one of the words in our 
pledge: indivisible.

here and now. It shows how one man’s 
lifelong struggle with bad relationships 
and the hardships that ebbed from them, 
has molded him into a seemingly tough 


adapter for the console. Microsoft has one 
already built into the Xbox while Sony and 
Nintendo require an add-on adapter to be 
bought. Once the connection and adapter 
are all ready, a service fee is then charged. 

Microsoft’s Xbox Live service is 
set to launch on November 15. A starter 
kit must be purchased from Microsoft, 
which gives one year of service, as well as 
a Voice Communicator and online version 
of the game Re Volt, for $49.99. After the 
one year of service, there will likely be 
some sort of subscription fee, though 
Microsoft has not yet announced what it 
will be. 

Microsoft promises all online 
games to use the Voice Communicator, a 
device that will allow games to chat with¬ 
out needing a keyboard or mouse. Some 
games announced at the launch are Unreal 
Championship, NFL 2K3, and 
MechAssault. Microsoft plans to have 
fifty online games, including a new ver¬ 
sion of Halo and Project Gotham Racing, 
by Christmas.

For $40.00, 
gamers get the online adapter, which is 
needed to connect the PS2 to the Internet. 
The cost for playing online will be deter¬ 
mined by individual game publishers, 
rather than through a subscription fee. A 
headset communicator, much like 
Microsoft’s, will ship with the game 
SOCOM: U.S. Navy Seals, but it is 
unknown as to how many games it will 
work with. Currently, Sony has come out 
with online versions of Madden 2003 and 
Twisted Metal Black. Final Fantasy XI, 
the newest game in one of the most popu¬ 
lar video game series, is due out in fall. 

Little is known about Nintendo’s 
plan for online gaming. Their adapter will 
be released for $34.95 in September. Price 
of the service is still unknown, but will 
likely be announced soon. The first two 
games announced for online play will be 
Phantasy Star Online I and II. Beyond 
that, no one knows as Nintendo is taking a 
step back and looking at how the other two 
companies fare in their online endeavors.

The varsity soccer team, which 
ranked fourth in the Greater Cleveland 
Soccer Coaches Association, kicked off 
the season with a record of three wins, 
zero losses, and two ties.

Varsity football is living up to “Number 1 ”

Shaker Height’s coach said it best 
when asked to describe the 2002 Eagles 
football team, “They’re tough, very 
tough.” The 10th nationally ranked Eagles 
have dominated each game, outscoring 
their opponents 130 to 30 in the past three 
games. 

The Big Green Machine started 
off the season against a tough Youngstown 
Ursuline team, which featured five All- 
Americans and the toughest two running 
back combination in the state. The Eagles 
wasted no time, marching 81 yards in the 
first possession highlighted by a 48-yard 
pass from Shaun Carney to senior receiver 
Chuck Sroka. 

Senior quarterback Shaun Camey, 
who ran for three touchdowns and passed 
for 258 yards, capitalized on the drive after 
a 1-yard keeper to the right for a touch¬ 
down. Senior Brian Pierce kicked the field 
goal to make it 7-0 early in the first quarter. 


Less than a minute later, senior 
defensive end Jason Giachetti landed a 
paralyzing hit causing a fumble recovery 
by senior linebacker Kevin Quinn on 
Ursuline’s four-yard line. Three plays 
later, Camey connected with senior flanker 
Jona Sikora for a touchdown and after 
Pierce’s extra kick, the Eagles led 14-0 
with 8:40 remaining in the first quarter. 
After a solid performance on both sides of 
the ball, the Eagles earned their first victo¬ 
ry, 31-12, against the 2000 Division Four 
state champions. 

The next victim of the Big Green 
Machine was none other than our neigh¬ 
borhood rivals, the Lakewood Rangers. 
The story of the night was the play of the 
Eagles’ defense. 

St. Edward Head Football coach 
John Gibbons told reporters, “We were 
able to set the tone, stop the run pretty well 
and put pressure on their offense.” The 


defense struck first when Jason Giachetti 
intercepted a tipped pass and carried the 
ball 23 yards for the touchdown. The 
Eagles showed no signs of letting up, an 
81-yard run by junior Damian Pride and 
40-yard punt return by junior Haruki 
Nakamura helped contribute to a 28-0 lead 
at the end of the first quarter. The Eagles 
punished the outmatched Rangers by a 
final score of 43-6. 

This past Thursday, the top 
ranked Eagles traveled to Shaker Height’s 
to play the 10th ranked Raiders. The 
Machine took control in the second quarter 
when senior Cameron Rose intercepted a 
pass and returned the ball 28 yards to take 
the lead. After that it was all St. Edward. 
The Eagles offensive line out muscled the 
Raiders and dominated the line of scrim¬ 
mage. 

Camey led two consecutive 
drives down the field for 79 yards and 85 


yards. Again, the Eagles defense was 
superb. Linebackers J.J. Boone, Kevin 
Quinn, Ryan Marando, and lineman Ryan 
Rapacz marauded Shakers quarterback, 
and the relentless play of safeties Brian 
Pierce and Justin Miller disrupted the 
Raider’s offense. In the past three games, 
the Eagles have only given up 17 points 
while the first team defense has been on 
the field. The Eagles ended the game with 
an impressive score of 56-14. 

The Big Green Machine looks to 
retain their unbeaten record against two 
tough opponents, Erie Prep and Toronto de 
la Salle. This Saturday at 2 P.M., the 
Eagles play host to last years state runner- 
up in Pennsylvania, Erie Cathedral Prep at 
Lakewood Stadium. The following 
Saturday at 7:30 P.M., the Eagles take on a 
tough and much older Canadian opponent 
Toronto de la Salle at Lakewood Stadium.
